SOME idea of the 
difficulties encoun- 
tered by A r m y 
Leaders when visit- 
ing outlyint parts of 
their Territories may 
be gathered from the 
following graphic account of a 
journey undertaken by Colonel Jaya 
Veera (Ewens), Territorial Command- 
er for the Eastern Territory of India, 
to Assam. 

The final ninety-three miles of the 
journey (says the Indian "War 
Cry"), mostly through dense jungle, 
up hill and down dale, stage by stage, 
were undertaken mainly on horse- 
back. No wild animals, save for one 
small leopard, were seen on the way. 
although traces there were many, 
and of sounds not a few. The return 
Journey was accomplished in con- 
siderably loss time than the outward 
one. Having walked thirteen miles 
to a stream, they were able to em- 
bark on one of the little native 
boats with bamboo covering. Bag- 
gage, food, and three human beings 
crowded into the fore-part of one of 
these boats was not strictly con- 
ducive to palatial comfort, but, 
thanks to the efforts of tbe Ihree 
hoatmen, who toiled day and night, 
the hundred and fifty miles down- 
stream were safely negotiated in 
thirty night hours. From this point 
the htunewitrd journey was rapid, be- 
ing done hy rail and steamer.

ANTS TAKE PRIDE in THEIR LOOKS 

THIS INDUSTRIOUS INSECT !S MOST CLEANLY IN 
PERSONAL HABITS 

- F YOU were told that ants possess brashes, fine and coarse tooth comhs 
I similar to the pattern ol ours, you would doubt it. But the ant's body is 
1 covered with fine pubescence, which corresponds to the fur of animals. 
This Is interspersed with bristles and spines which are sometimes jointed, 
and are so arranged as to aid materially in keeping the body clean. Particles 
of soil cling to this balry covering, but the hair protects tbe body, keeping 
the dirt from the surface of the skin, allowing lit to be shaken off easily. Tue 
brushing, washing and combing of this hairy coat constitute the Insects 
toiiel uiaklug. 

The t"n__>>o Is one of the efficient articles of the toilet. Around the sides 
of this organ curves a series of ridges covered with hemispherical bosses. 
The ridges are hard, and thus sre fitted for the uses of a comb. "When eat- 
ing, this comb rasps off minute pieces of food into sizes fitted to be taken 
into the stomach. For toilet purposes It serves aa both sponge and brusb. 
and takes up bits of dust not otherwise removed. The ants use their tongues 
in the same manner as cats and dogs for lapping up food and licking clean 
the body. 

One may often Bee an ant pause in the midst of her duties in the field 
and begin to comb herself. Suddenly she drop's out of the gang of fellow 
workers, and climbing a nearby clod, stauds upon her hind legs and plies 
teeth, tongue and comb. Below she may see her companions working busily, 
but she combs on unconcernedly. From top of head to tip of hind legs she- 
goes smoothing out ruffled hairs and removing atoms of dirt invisible to 
the eye. At last, having finished her toilet, she gives a few finishing strokes, 
rises, stretches herself and calmly climbs down her pedestal and is infected 
with the fervor which lashes on the surging throng around her.

artificial storage reservoir would be 
filled up and become useless in a few 
years' time. Pp-ti'fit observation, 
however, had shown that the flood 
was practically clear by November, 
and remained clear until the following 
March, and that the mud and silt 
came down during the first two 
months of the flood.

Preserve your Furniture- 

MANY housewives possess stain- 
ed wood furniture whieh has 
become unsightly on account 
of the light patches appearing on it, 
the result of spills of one kind or 
another. It will be welcome news to 
such to learn that a new surface, as 
good as the original one, can be 
secured by painting the furniture 
over with permanganate of p'otash 
dissolved in suiiielent water to make 
a deep purple fluid. 

QOLDEN PUDDING

cold. Dissolve 4 oz. of butter, 
and stir into it 3 oz, of granulated 
sugar, 2 oz. of orange marmalade, 4 
oss. of breadcrumbs, and the yolks of 
S eggs, well boatcn. Pour the mix- 
ture into a buttered pie dish, and 
bake In a good oven for 30 minutes.

That was imposed noon her 
expressly as a punishment for sin, and not on the ground of inferior- 
ity, intellectual or moral. 

"Here, however, the glorious provisions of Christianity come in 
to those who arc united in Christ. The seed of the woman, having 
bruised the head of her old enemy, and taken the curse out of the 
way, nailing it to His cross, the wife may realize as blissful and per- 
fect a oneness with her husband as though it had never been pro- 
nounced.
